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FATHER IS STABBED TO 
DEATH ON CYCLE PATH 

Family man found collapsed with chest wound on Saturday morning

THE partner of a man stabbed and 
killed on a cycle track has pleaded 
for witnesses to come forward. 

Police launched a murder probe 
after father-of-two Hassan Abdi 
Mohamed, 48, from Harlow, was 
found collapsed close to Holly Field 
shortly before 10.45am on Sat¬ 
urday. 

His partner said: “What 
happened to our beloved Hassan 
has come as a complete shock to 
us. 

“He was a loving father to our 
two gorgeous children, who adored 
him. 

“If there is anyone with inform¬ 
ation that can help, however small 
it may be, please contact the police. 

We need to know why this 
happened.” 

A post mortem revealed he was 
killed by a single stab wound to the 
chest. 

Searching 

Police teams have been thor¬ 
oughly searching the pathway and 
gardens in the Holly Field resid¬ 
ential area for any sign of a large 
knife, thought to be the murder 
weapon. 

Detective chief inspector Marina 
Ericson, of the Serious Crime Dir¬ 
ectorate, said: “I am very keen to 
get hold of any CCTV from either 
businesses or private premises 
which overlook Pyenest Road, 

Holly Field, Abercrombie Way and 
Southern Way from Saturday 
morning which may have 
captured either our victim or the 
person or people responsible for 
this awful crime.”

Accidental death 
verdict for biker 

Father, 24, died of injuries suffered in crash

A CORONER has recorded a verdict of 
accidental death for a Harlow motor¬ 
cyclist who died after crashing into a 
lamp post. 

Jay Morton, 24, of Wharley Hook, 
died in hospital on October 2 after 
suffering multiple injuries. 

The inquest at Chelmsford Coroners 
Court heard on Tuesday that Mr Mor¬ 
ton was found with more than twice the 
legal limit of alcohol in his blood. 

Essex senior coroner Caroline Beas- 
ley-Murray was told that the father-of- 
one had spent the evening in a London 
pub with colleagues, leaving about 
10pm to ride home on his Honda motor¬ 
cycle. 

Mr Morton, born in Dagenham, 


leaves behind an 18-month-old daugh¬ 
ter. 

He was a talented footballer who 
played for New Town FC in Harlow as 
well as a team in his former home town 
of Barking. 

He was found injured on Southern 
Way at 11.30pm on October 2 after his 
motorbike bike hit a lamp post after a 
mini roundabout at its junction with 
Parnall Road. 

While he was not exceeding the 
40mph speed limit, his helmet was not 
correctly fastened and came off. 

Sgt Richard Raker, accident invest¬ 
igator from Essex Police, said there 
were no signs of emergency breaking or 
harsh steering to avoid collision. It was 
a dry night and no other vehicles were 
involved. 

The officer said the road gently 


curved to the right after the mini¬ 
roundabout before it straightened. 
There was a scratch mark on the 
nearside kerb 12 metres before the lamp 
post which was followed by a tyre scuff 
on the kerb, while there were other tyre 
marks on the grass. 

Sgt Raker said: “Most likely, as a 
result of having consumed alcohol two 
and a half times the legal limit, he failed 
to apply sufficient steering as he went 
round a bend. 

“The Honda mounted the kerb and 
struck the lamp post.” 

The inquest was attended by Mr Mor¬ 
ton’s mother Stephanie, stepfather 
Mark, father Steve, partner Nicola 
Stripp as well as other family mem¬ 
bers. 

The coroner decided on a verdict of 
accidental death. 


Future of CJ 
Pryor will be 
secure with 
buyout deal 

A BUYOUT has secured the future 
of long-standing Harlow business 
CJ Pryor, who plunged into 
administration in January. 

The earth-moving construction 
business has been sold out of 
administration to coal transport¬ 
ing firm Hargreaves (UK) Ser¬ 
vices Limited. 

Administrators say the sale of 
the ongoing business, trade and 
certain assets to Hargreaves 
ensures a continuity of trading 
and servicing of existing con¬ 
tracts and provides the most 
viable long term solution for all 
concerned. 

CJ Pryor specialises in earth 
moving, civil engineering and 
related earth moving haulage for 
infrastructure projects ranging 
from road building to reservoir 
construction as well as for quar¬ 
rying, landfill construction, land 
restoration and land reclama¬ 
tion. 

The business, based in Foster 
Street, has nearly 70 years of trad¬ 
ing history and works with a 
range of big construction con¬ 
tractor firms on larger infrastruc¬ 
ture projects including Harlow 
Enterprise Zone. It faced a severe 
short-fall in working capital in 
the first quarter of 2015, and after 
attempts to restructure failed to 
address the pressure on cash-flow, 
the group was left with no viable 
option other than to seek admin¬ 
istration while the business was 
marketed for sale. 

It is anticipated that the sale of 
the business and assets will create 
a number of job opportunities for 
the 60 staff that continued to be 
employed throughout the trans¬ 
itionary period of the past few 
weeks. 

Last Tuesday, Glyn Mummery 
and Paul Atkinson, partners at 
FRP Advisory, were appointed as 
joint administrators for CJ Pryor 
and completed a sale of the ongo¬ 
ing business, trade and certain 
assets to Hargreaves. 

Mr Mummery said: “We wish 
all concerned under the new own¬ 
ership of Hargreaves, an estab¬ 
lished operator in the 
construction market, the very 
best for the future.” 
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Occasio House tenants 
fear life on the streets 


Young people told they will not automatically be re-housed

YOUNG people living in Occasio 
House fear they will end up living on 
the streets once the project is closed in 
September. 

“We have nowhere to go,” said 19- 
year-old Jess Tobias, who has lived at 
Occasio House for two years. 

“Most people won’t be able to get 
rehoused. The council say they can’t 
rehouse us so where are we supposed 
to go? All they say is we’ll receive 
support.” 

The building in Playhouse Square 
offers accommodation to young single 
homeless people with support needs 
and those at risk aged between 16 and 
24 years old. 

The building is made up of 116 
properties - 76 furnished studios and 
40 unfurnished one-bedroom flats. 

Last week, housing provider East 
Thames and Essex County Council 
announced they would be closing the 
project in September. 

Some of the residents living in 
building are either working or in full¬ 
time education as they aim to get their 
lives back on track. 

A 20-year-old resident, who works 
full-time and asked not to be named, 
added: “I work full-time so I pay £164 a 
week rent. 

“I’ve been told I will get no help - so 
how am I supposed to save for some¬ 
where to live? I don’t have anywhere 
else to go.” 

On Facebook, former resident 
Shaunna Lane wrote: “I spent three 
years here, and yes there are those

who don't treat it with respect like 
there is in every area, however they 
amount of good this place does is often 
forgotten. 

“I was in a bad way when I moved in 
and they never gave up on me. They 
helped me manage my money; helped 
me to treat myself with respect; 
helped me into work; helped me boost 
my qualifications, and helped me 


become a responsible member of soci¬ 
ety rather than a social outcast 

“They do this for everyone in here 
and a lot of people living here are from 
very troubled pasts and need this 
place to make them feel that they are 
worth something.” 

Harlow Council has said that they 
will work to support and assist “some 
of those affected”. 


Cllr Rod Truan, portfolio holder for 
housing, said: “Future housing pro¬ 
vision for many of the residents will 
be provided by other agencies and not 
the council.” 

There are thought to be around 40 
beds for vulnerable young people at 
locations around the town but tenants 
of Ocassio House have been told these 
places are currently occupied.

Cutting TAs is 
shortsighted 

SIR Recent research by the 
Education Endowment 
Foundation shows that when 
teaching assistants are used 
effectively, pupils make two-four 
months extra progress. 

The proposed cuts to TAs, 
counsellors and learning 
mentors by academies in Harlow 
are shortsighted and will have a 
detrimental effect on children’s 
learning. 

So what will happen to those 
children now? Some schools will 
try to deter them from joining 
the school or leave them 
bumping along the bottom of the 
achievement stakes, doomed to 
see themselves as low achievers. 

My educational career was 
spent encouraging teachers to 
include children with special 
needs in their classrooms. Most 
can do so brilliantly, creatively 
and successfully and without 
detriment to the other learners. 
But teaching assistants are often 
a key part of that strategy. 

Given the intolerable workload 
and pressure to achieve ever 
more demanding results, I fear 
teachers will find their 
commitment to inclusivity 
severely tested - and I fear for 
the children and young people 
whose school lives are about to 
get much harder. 

The Tories are wedded to the 
idea that fear of failure is a great 
motivator, even though research 
suggests that it’s absolutely the 
worst way to motivate anyone to 
do their best work. 

Many TAs are talented, 
sensitive and skilful motivators 
of children and young people. 
Several I worked with were 
inspired to become teachers 
themselves, but even those who 
were content to remain as TAs 
knew that they were invaluable 
in the classroom. 

Thrown on the unemployment 
heap and condemned to go 
through the DWP machine, how 
many will end up in low paid 
and casual work that will never 
compare with the contribution 
they made to children’s 
learning?

My family has lived in Harlow 
from the beginning and we are, 
and have always been, huge 
supporters of football within the 
town. Three generations have 
played through the Harlow 
recreational leagues, the junior 
and at the top level in the senior 
leagues. I now have 
grandchildren starting off the 
fourth generation. 

To understand the plight 
Harlow Town FC finds itself in 
regarding attendance at 
matches, you first have to 
understand the feeling of the 
Harlow footballing fraternity. 

Over the years football within 
Harlow has been diminishing. 
You used to drive through 
Harlow on a Saturday or Sunday 
and there would be football 
matches being played on every 
available pitch and there were 
many more pitches than exist 
today. There were many more 
divisions of leagues and many 
more players. 

What has happened is that 
council funding for the upkeep of 
pitches and facilities has 
dwindled while at the same time 
the cost to the local teams has 
risen dramatically, making it 


difficult for teams and leagues to 
survive. 

The kind of people like me and 
my family who are involved in 
local league football should be 
most the likely catchment for 
interest and support of Harlow 
Town FC team, but there are 
strong reasons why that level of 
interest and support is not 
forthcoming. 

How many truly local people 
represent Harlow Town on a 
regular basis? Does the club feel 
local talent is not good enough? I 
would argue that with two teams 
in the semi finals of the Essex 
Premier Sunday Cup this season 
- all local lads - the talent is 
there. 

The pinnacle for local teams, 
apart from succeeding in their 
individual leagues, was always 
to play in a divisional or inter 
divisional cup final at the 
Sportcentre or, more recently, 
Harlow Town’s ground. But what 
happened? The club put up the 
prices so much these showpiece 
games had to be moved to 
Bishop’s Stortford. 

Does that kind of treatment of 
the local football-loving 
community really warrant 
increased support for Harlow 
Town FC? I think maybe not.

PEOPLE are being urged to check 
their bins, sheds and gardens for a 
large knife used to kill a man in 
Harlow. 

The victim father-of-two Has- 
san Abdi Mohamed from Harlow 
was found collapsed on the path 
that runs from Southern Way to 
Pyenest Road, close to St Luke’s 
Catholic Academy. 

He was taken to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital for treatment but 
died shortly after midday on Sat¬ 
urday. 

A forensic post-mortem 
revealed he was killed by a single 
stab wound to the chest from a 
large knife. 

Detectives, specialist investig¬ 
ators, uniformed officers and 
PCSOs currently remain at the 
location, where the man was 
found, carrying out a forensic 
examination of the scene as well 
as house to house enquiries in 
nearby Holly Field. 

Dog walkers 

The surrounding area, which is 
popular with dog walkers, includ¬ 
ing the playing fields near the 
Great Parndon Community Asso¬ 
ciation are also being searched. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mar¬ 
ina Ericson, of Essex Police Ser¬ 
ious Crime Directorate, has urged 
people to check their bins, sheds 
and gardens for the murder, 
which has yet to be located. 

She said: “We believe this vic¬ 
tim had walked up the pathway 
from Southern Way and was 
attacked close to Holly Field, near 
the Pyenest Road end of the 
track. 

“The cause of death has been 
established, but we are still 
searching for the murder weapon 
which is thought to be a large 
knife. 

“It is quite possible this has 
been discarded nearby and I 
would ask people to check their 
bins, gardens and outbuildings 
for any knives that have been left. 
I would also ask members of the 
public out and about in Harlow to 
report any such findings to us. 


“I am also keen to get hold of 
any CCTV from either businesses 
or private premises which over¬ 
look Pyenest Road, Holly Field, 
Abercrombie Way and Southern 
Way which may have captured 
either our victim or the person or 
people responsible for this awful 
crime.” 

Police cordoned off a 20m 
stretch of the path behind Holly 
Field houses while they searched 


gardens in the area. 

A woman, who asked not to be 
named, said: “The police have 
been all over the place, they have 
been amazing, very supportive 
and reassuring.” 

Paramedics were called to the 
scene shortly before 10.45am on 
Saturday and found the man col¬ 
lapsed on the cycle path. 

A spokesman from East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service (EE AST) 


said: “A call came in at 10.44am 
reporting someone in cardiac 
arrest in Pyenest Road. 

“The ambulance crew was dis¬ 
patched, shortly followed by an 
ambulance officer as well as two 
air ambulances. These were the 
Essex Air Ambulance and the 
Herts Air Ambulance. 

“The patient was taken to Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital via road 
ambulance in a life threatening 
condition. He was alive when he 
reached the hospital but unfor¬ 
tunately later died.” 

Inquest 

An inquest into the death of Mr 
Mohamed was opened and 
adjourned at Essex Coroners 
Court in Chelmsford yesterday. 

DCI Ericson added: “If anyone 
has any information which could 
help us make an arrest or piece 
together the full pictures I would 
ask them to call the Harlow Major 
Incident Team on 101, or ring 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555 111. 

“It offers rewards of up to £1,000 
for information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of offenders.” 


Brutal crime has 
left community 
feeling vulnerable 


PEOPLE living in the quiet 
residential area have spoken of 
their shock after man was 
stabbed on a cycle track. 

As part of the murder 
investigation police cordoned 
off a stretch of the pathway 
that runs between Southern 
Way and Pyenest Road, behind 
the back gardens Holly Field 
homes. 

Some admitted to feeling 
nervous after the stabbing, and 
resident Amy Newby, 23, said: 

“I feel unsafe now and I won’t 
be going that way anymore, 
especially because I have 
children. 

“I will go a longer way to 
shops and services now 
because it will be safer.” 

Mother-of-two Angela Young, 
39, added: “I was shocked to 
hear that it happened. 

“I do not think I will be 
using this path any more, 
especially because I have two 
young children. I will walk 
another way.” 

Catholic Academy 

The Holly Field estate is 
close to St Luke’s Catholic 
Academy, the Great Parndon 
Community Association and 
within walking distance of the 
town centre. 

Residents spoke of surprise 
to hear that a murder 
investigation had been 
launched so close to home and 
that the incident happened 
during the day time, around 
10.45am. 

Others said they may seek 
alternative routes to the path 
which provides a link to the 
Staple Tye shopping centre. 

Paul Kidby, 61, said: “I was 
surprised to hear about it 
because it is a very quiet area. 

“I was playing bowls on 
Saturday when I heard the 
helicopter flying, and I thought 
‘that sounds like it’s really 
low’. It has not affected me, but 
my daughter will go a different 
way to work now.” 

A neighbour, who did not 
wish to be named, added: “It is 
such a quiet area, we have 
never seen anything like this 
before. But I hear of so much 
going on in the town these days

that nothing surprises me any 
more. 

“It is right behind our back 
garden and it is a path I use all 
the time to walk my dogs. It is 
a very common route for dog 
walkers because it leads to 
some playing fields. 

“I’m not sure if I will use it 
again (one the path has been 
re-opened).” 

Police said detectives, 
specialist investigators, 
uniformed officers and 
community support officers 
had all been present while 
forensic examinations were 
carried out. 

Officers knocked on doors to 
see if residents had witnessed 
the stabbing and, where 
resident’s garden backed onto 
the cycle path, back yards were 
searched to find a large knife 
thought to the weapon used to 
stab the victim in the chest. 

The same Holly Field 
resident added: “Police have 
been searching my garden, 
looking for a single knife in 
connection to the incident. 

“They (Essex Police) have 
been all over the place, they 
have been amazing, very 
supportive and reassuring.” 

However, a 41-year-old 
neighbour, who did not wish to 
be named, added: “Stuff has 
happened there before and I 
have known incidents happen 
along that stretch of path, 
including muggings. 

“It is a common spot for 
trouble.”

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Review will 
study abuse 
allegations 


‘Action needed’ 
to ease demand 
at busy hospital

HISTORICAL allegations that 
young boys in Essex were sexu¬ 
ally abused, are being invest¬ 
igated by police. 

Allegations were made 
about abuse of children in state 
and foster care in the 1980s and 
1990s. 

Essex Police chief constable 
Stephen Kavanagh said: “At 
present we have allegations but 
no victims, suspects or loca¬ 
tions. 

“But whether alleged abuse, 
especially organised and insti¬ 
tutionalised, happened yester¬ 
day or thirty years ago, it's our 
duty to review.” 

The concerns were raised 
when Mr Kavanagh met with, 
Essex Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Nick Alston, retired 
district psychologist Robin 
Jamieson, former treatment 
specialist Jenny Grinsted and 
probation officer Rob West, on 
February 25. 

The first step in exploring 
the allegations is to review 
known evidence which could 
inform future investigation. 

Mr Kavanagh added: “If you 
have information about such 
crimes, or are yourself a victim 
or survivor of sexual abuse as a 
child during this period, I need 
you to come forward. 

“Contact us directly on 101, 
asking to speak to a specialist 
officer within our Child Abuse 
Investigation teams. 

“It is our duty to explore in 
such allegations, investigating 
with professionalism and 
integrity.”

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital is 
“struggling to cope,” according to 
Shadow Health Minister Heidi Alex¬ 
ander. 

The Labour MP met with nurses, 
trade union members from Royal 
College of Nurses and ambulance 
staff at the Hamstel Road centre on 
Monday. 

After the visit, she said: “Staff 
morale is at rock bottom and the 
hospital is struggling to cope with 
demand. 

“I have seen several hospitals in 
the area and the accident and emer¬ 
gency department here is the 
busiest I have seen yet. Staff are 
having to work incredibly hard in 
difficult circumstances. 

“I found staff are struggling to 
discharge patients who are well 
enough to leave, which causes pres¬ 
sure to build.”

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Council warns dog 
owners to stay away 

Advice follows concerns about ‘killer’ ticks in fields

DOG owners in Harlow are being 
told to steer clear of large area of 
land which is home to a tick 
which can cause a potentially 
fatal disease. 

Harlow Council issued advice 
to owners last Friday to avoid 
walking their dogs on an area of 
land between Second Avenue/ 
Third Avenue (A1025) and 
Tendring Road where it is thought 
ticks associated with the disease 
Babesiosis can be found. 

The precautionary advice 
comes after the Star reported that 
dogs have been treated for Babesi¬ 
osis by local vets after having 
walked within the marked area. 

Vets are concerned that the dis¬ 
ease, which can have serious 
implications for dogs, could have 
become established in the area. 

The ticks concerned are 
extremely rare in Britain and this 
is the first time that Babesia, the 
bacterium causing the disease, 
has been found in the tick in the 
UK. 

Vets say it is important that dog 
owners have their pets protected 
with anti-tick treatment and reg¬ 
ularly check their dogs for ticks. 

Advice notice, posters will be 


placed within the area. 

Councillor Mark Wilkinson, 
portfolio holder for environment, 
said: “This is purely precaution¬ 
ary advice to dog walkers and 
follows information which has 
been passed to us by local vets 
who have recently treated three 


dogs who had been walked in the 
area. 

“We feel it is appropriate to 
alert dog owners of a potential 
issue as it is a popular area with 
dog walkers. 

“Further tests are going to be 
carried on the land once the 


weather improves and if neces¬ 
sary further advice will be 
issued. 

“The council is also in contact 
with the Department for Envir¬ 
onment Food & Rural Affairs and 
is seeking any further advice 
from them.” 


Hundreds are against 
Town Park application 

HARLOW: More than 1,000 
people have signed a petition 
opposing plans for houses to be 
built within Harlow Town Park. 

If Harlow Council grant 
planning permission 14 trees 
will be cut down for two 
detached houses to be built in 
private land off Park Lane, 
which is within a conservation 
area. 

Pressure group Protect 
Harlow’s Green Spaces and 
Trees launched the petition last 
month and to date 1,022 people 
have signed. The application is 
due to be heard by the council 
before March 31. 

Increase in 999 calls 

EAST: People are being urged by 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service Trust to use 999 wisely 
after another spike in demand. 

The NHS trust received more 
than 85,000 calls last month, 
compared with 72,000 in 2015. 

The increase in calls resulted 
in a response to more than 66,000 
incidents in February. In Essex 
demand rose by 8.7 per cent from 
18,521 calls to 20,141.

When County Hall was resur¬ 
facing the pavement in Long- 
banks, Harlow, John Carter, 82, 
and his wife Eileen 80, gave per¬ 
mission to contractors to cut back 
the clematis montana shrub, 
which was growing over the 
garden fence. 

But to their surprise, the con¬ 
tractors “hacked” back the plant 
before pulling it out of the ground 
completely, and killing it. 

Great-great grandfather Mr 
Carter said: “We are upset the 
bush has died. People always said 
it was lovely. We enjoy gardening 
and, as an elderly couple, we took 
pride in the bush so we are sad 
that it is gone.” 

He added: “The bush was com¬ 
pletely hacked to pieces. For years 
people complimented the beau¬ 
tiful bush and its lovely fra¬ 
grance, but now it is dead. 

“The council were taking up 
paving slabs on the path alongside 
our garden fence and replacing it 
with asphalt. They asked our per¬ 
mission to trim the bush to gain 
access and we said that would be 
ok. 

“However, we found half of the 
plant had been completely pulled 
out which killed it.” 

Clematis montana produces a 
distinctive pink flower and was 
the largest plant in the Carter’s 
garden. 

But after the incident the bush 
has only been left with its bare 
roots and will never flower 
again. 

The couple, who have lived in 
the house since 1967, have two 
children, two grandchildren, four 


great grandchildren and two 
great-great grandchildren. 

After the incident they com¬ 
plained to Harlow Council, who 
has since referred their com¬ 
plaint to County Hall, whose con¬ 
tractors had carried out the 
work. 

An Essex Highways spokesper¬ 
son said: “One of our senior 
engineers will be visiting Mr 
Carter this week to find out what 
happened to his bush and, if 


necessary, see if we can help him. 
We try to take every care when we 
need to trim any overhanging 
foliage as part of pavement repair 
work. 

“We would like to take this 
opportunity to remind residents 
that when properties front the 
public highway, it is the landown¬ 
ers responsibility to maintain 
vegetation so it does not overhang 
and impede pedestrians or motor¬ 
ists.” 


Guarantees are welcomed 


GOVERNMENT guarantees on 
the prevention of domestic abuse 
have been welcomed by Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon. 

In January, minister for pre¬ 
venting abuse, exploitation and 
crime Karen Bradley MP spoke at 
the Citizens Advice in West Gate 
about domestic violence. 

She spoke to a range of staff 
members and residents including 
Kevin Blunnie - father of 
murdered mum-to-be Eystna 
Blunnie, pictured right. 

Mr Blunnie had criticised the 
Government for not providing 
more services to protect victims 
of domestic abuse. 

This week he said: “We are 
pleased to see that things are 
changing.” 

Mr Halfon added: “I have been 
raising the issues Kevin Blunnie 
mentioned during our meeting 
with the minister. In response to 
these comments, I received the 
following guarantees from the 
Government. 

“The Government is taking 
urgent action to address emer¬ 
ging pressures on services by 



providing £7m for sexual violence 
services in response to increased 
reporting and an additional £10m 
for refuges. 

“Confirmation of a £3.5m fund 
to boost the provision of domestic 
violence services including safe 
accommodation, refuges and spe¬ 
cialist services, is supporting 46 
local authorities this year. 

“This means that there will 
now be 710 new bed spaces in a 
range of safe accommodation, 
providing help to more than 3,500 
victims of domestic abuse across 
the country.” 

The minister also highlighted 
two strategies that are helping the 
victims of domestic abuse. 


Jurors fail to 
reach verdict 
in shooting 
court case 

JURORS have failed to reach ver¬ 
dicts in the case of a Harlow man 
accused of shooting another man 
with a sawn-off shotgun. 

Shea Kenny, 26, of Abbeydale 
Close, was allegedly sitting in his 
BMW when he inflicted hand and 
arm injuries to Sam Weaver. 

Kenny denies possessing a shot¬ 
gun with intent to endanger life 
and wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm, both 
on August 30 in Willowfield last 
year. He was remanded in custody 
pending a decision. 

Judge Christopher Morgan, 
discharged the jury at Chelmsford 
Magistrates’ Court and gave the 
prosecution a week to decide 
whether to have a retrial. 

The jury of eight women and 
four deliberated for nearly 14- 
hours over three days.

A MULTI-MILLION pound deal 
has been struck for a major new 
Medical Technology Innovation 
Centre at Harlow Enterprise 
Zone. 

The centre, due to open autumn 
2017, will support start-up busi¬ 
nesses, small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs) as well as 
international companies, leading 
to job creation within the Harlow 
area and boosting economic 
growth in Essex. 

The deal was struck on 
Thursday after a Memorandum of 
Understanding (MOU) was signed 
between Essex County Council 
and Anglia Ruskin University. 

The £5m Anglia Ruskin project 
will be supported by a £2.5m grant 
from County Hall, and has the 
backing of Harlow Council. 

It follows the announcement 
that Public Health England will 
be relocating its facilities to Har¬ 
low, with 2,500 jobs transferring to 
the town by 2024.

Tom’s whale of a trip 


A FORMER soldier is preparing for the 
adventure of a lifetime by sailing across 
the Atlantic Ocean in a whale-shaped 
boat.

Mr 
McClean also plans to fit new electric 
motors and redecorate the interior. 

Mr McClean already holds several 
records for rowing and yachting voyages 
across the Atlantic. 

He said: “I’ve learned to stick at things 
when other people might give up. It 
makes you feel alive to have a challenge, 
not just working to pay the bills.”

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Only Yesterday is tomorrow 


’M actually off this week, but I have two small 
children so I never really have a day off,” laughed 
Suzi Jary a week before her performance at Harlow 
Playhouse. 

Thirty-three years after the death of Karen Carpenter, 
the West End star is paying tribute to the pop legend with 
her show Only Yesterday. 

The 33-year-old takes to the stage tomorrow (Friday, 
March 11) for a retrospective performance packed with 
all The Carpenters’ most-loved hits. 

“I have always been a fan of Karen,” said Suzi of her 
decision to perform as the late singer. 

“I idolised her, but for a long time I was scared to 
tackle some of the songs as I thought they were beyond 
me and my voice could never match hers. 

“But, with my husband playing piano, I tried a few of 
their songs and the recording was really good. So four 
years ago, I took it up. This is the closest sound-a-like I 
have had and it’s very nice. 

“I usually have four shows a week and around 150 per 
year. We tour all over the UK but I’m planning to go to 
Holland soon too,” she added. 

The time-span between Karen’s death and the Only 
Yesterday show, which enters its fifth year of touring in 
2016, reflects the lasting legacy of The Carpenters. 

Karen and her brother Richard Carpenter were both 
child music prodigys and started making music together 
in the 1960s, releasing their first album Ticket to Ride in 
1969, which was a commercial failure. 

However, through their acclaimed second album Close 
to You and self-titled third album, the duo developed a 
large fanbase. After the release of A Song for You in 1972 
and Now and Then (1973) they had become one of the 
biggest bands in the world. 

Their distinctive easy listening style was universally 
well received and the pair continued their success up 
until Karen’s death in 1983. 

“The songs are all so well written and sung,” said Suzi 
on the legacy of The Carpenters. 

“Most of her songs are ballads and they are just 
incredible.” 

Fans of The Carpenters can expect all the classic hits 
including: (They Long to Be) Close to You, We’ve Only 
Just Begun, Top of the World and of course Only 
Yesterday - which gives the show its name.” 


Suzi added: “The show is loosely chronological and 
goes through the albums. We have a seven-piece band as 
well as a narrator, who sets the scene. 

“Of course the real Karen played the drums, but I 
haven’t mastered that yet. My aim for 2017 is to perform a 
few songs on the drums but for now it is just my voice. 

“It is a tribute to The Carpenters, and when I had the 
idea to do a show like this we really wanted to make sure 
that it was really good and well performed.” 

Karen died at the age of 32 from heart failure brought 
on by complications of anorexia. 

Her death increased public awareness of eating 
disorders and she is remembered as an exceptional 
singer and drummer, while Richard is a highly respected 
songwriter. 

For many years, Suzi performed in London’s West End 
as Dusty Springfield, an act she still reprises with 
touring show Let’s Twist Again! 

She divides her shows as Karen and as Dusty in the 
’50s and ’60s themed variety show almost equally, and has 
done for several years. 

Does she ever get the two parts mixed up? 

“I have nightmares about getting them confused,” she 
laughed. “But up to now it hasn’t happened. 

“It can be a bit mind-blowing, but what really helps is 
having great costumes, my wigs are my babies! I always 
arrive early at a theatre to get into character.” 

She added: “I was born in Epping and grew up in 
Theydon Bois; while I had both my children at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, who are now one and 
three-years-old. 

“I am looking forward to being in Harlow next week, as 
I have a lot of friends in the area and it feels like I am 
coming home. I now live in Doncaster with my family 
and divide my time between there and Theydon Bois. 

“I did lots of training at Harlow Playhouse and I did my 
first ever production there, West Side Story, and it is a 
fabulous venue. It gave me the bug for doing theatre. It’s 
where it all started.”

How buying Fairtrade 
can change lives 

FAIRTRADE Fortnight, which continues until March 13, is 
the time of year when we’re reminded not only that we 
should think about buying ethically sound goods but also 
how this helps producers in other countries. 

Patrick Kaberia Muthaura of the Michimikuru Tea 
Company was in Essex last week to do just that, calling 
into Co-operative Quadrant storese to talk to Fairtrade 
supporters about how the products they buy makes a real 
difference to people in his community in Kenya. 

Patrick has been farming tea for more than 24 years. 
Growing up in the Nyambene Hills near Mount Kenya, 
Patrick’s father worked for the then Nyambene Tea 
Company, which previously owned the Michimkuru tea 
estate and factory until both were bought by small-scale 
farmers to create the Michimikuru Tea Company in 2007. 

Patrick, who is married with three children, has a 
two-acre farm of his own and has held various positions in 
the company. Currently he’s tea extension assistant for the 
Michimikuru Tea Company, advising farmers on how to 
improve their practices, and how to grow and handle tea. 
Patrick also represents workers on the company’s 
Fairtrade Premium committee so is particularly well placed 
to let people in the UK know about how Fairtrade can help 
ordinary people. 

“I wanted to tell them about my experience as a farmer 
in Kenya and the benefits of Fairtrade. The benefits are 
things such as environmental benefits because we don’t 
use pesticides or chemicals and benefits to the community 
because we no longer have child labour.” 

Patrick explains how the guaranteed premium from 
Fairtrade means money from the sale of the tea goes 
straight to the growers. 

“The premium is the most beautiful thing, all 10,000 
farmers benefit from it as it goes towards community 
profits. 

“It has helped us build schools, sponsor eight children 
to go to university who would never had a chance of going 
there any other way, and build a maternity hospital.” 

Patrick says there are plenty of things the community 
still needs like a clean water supply, decent roads and 
electricity and he points out that the more people buy 
Michimikuru Tea (via CafeDirect) the more money his 
community get from the premium to do these projects. 

“The UK is the best country for buying Fairtrade but it 
could do even better. The UK is the sole country we sell to. 
You drink a lot of Fairtrade tea and a lot of tea from Kenya 
because of the history we have with the UK. 

“Fairtrade premiums have been so important in 
changing people’s lives. We’ve been seeing the 
transformations to communities and how things can get 
better. There have been some big achievements. 

“What I’m doing [with this talk] is shining a torch on 
what you have done for us. This is what buying Fairtrade 
does. We know things can change with the power of 
choice that is in your pockets.” Darryl Webber

New cookbook Keep It Real is 
packed full of wholesome advice 
from the mum-of-three (to Ava, 
Margot and Remy), who arrived 
here in the winter of 2000, to 
discover coconut water and 
quinoa were unheard of, let 
alone available in local 
supermarkets. 

Now, of course, they’re 
ubiquitous, but we’re still 
making bad decisions about 
what we put in the trolley. 

Avansino, who started her 
career in journalism as the 
assistant to British Vogue’s 
editor-in-chief Alexandra 
Shulman and is now a 
contributing editor, has a simple 
set of rules for how to ‘keep it 
real’, which include: ditching 
diets, embracing plants, and 
eliminating sugar. 

Anti diet 

“When I talk about a 
plant-based diet, it doesn’t mean 
you have to be a vegan or veggie 
at all; if you want to eat lean, 
good cuts of meat, that’s fine. 

You just have to look at what else 
you’re eating,” she says. “I’m not 
saying make three-starred 
Michelin meals, I’m just saying 
chop some spinach.” 

It was really important for 
Avansino that her book be 
published post-January, so it 
wouldn’t be part of the “detox, 
diet mentality”. 

“This is forever. You have to 
decide if you want to change how 
you think about cooking and the 
food you put in your kitchen. It 
should be a great thing - not a 
deprivation thing.” 

“I think there’s a huge 
movement against dieting and 
that’s what I want to see - 
because I don’t want anything I 
write to be thought of as a diet.” 

So that means you can indulge 
in your favourite food, be that 
pizza or brownies, but she says: 
“You just can’t have it all the 
time”. 

Try some of Calgary’s healthy 
and nutritious dishes: 

Calgary's Cauliflower 
Couscous 

SERVES 4 AS A MAIN OR 6-8 AS A 
SIDE 

Ingredients 

1 large cauliflower (about 750g 
after trimming) 

3tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
1/2tsp ground turmeric 
1/2tsp ground cinnamon 
1/2tsp ground nutmeg 
Grated zest of 1 lemon 
Juice of 1/2 lemon 
15 mint leaves, roughly chopped 


60g pistachios, toasted and 
roughly chopped 
4 spring onions, chopped 
lOOg goats’ cheese, crumbled 
1 x 400g can chickpeas, drained 
and rinsed 

1/2 pomegranate, seeds removed 
(optional) 

Juice of 1 lime 
Salt and pepper 

Method 

Core and cut the cauliflower into 
medium florets. Blitz the florets in 
a food processor until they 
resemble couscous. Do it in two 
batches if the food processor is 
more than three-quarters full. 
Don’t over-blend, otherwise it will 
become pureed - that’s baby 
food, not couscous. 

Add two tablespoons of olive oil 
and fluff with a fork, then season 
with the salt, pepper, turmeric, 
cinnamon and nutmeg. Then add 
all the remaining ingredients 
except the lime juice and toss 
together. Add additional olive oil, 
salt and pepper if necessary. 

Pour the lime juice over the top. 

Broccoli ‘Meatballs' 


MAKES 12, SERVES 3-4 
Ingredients 

275g broccoli florets (about one 
large head) 

125g plain almonds (not roasted, 
salted or sweetened) 

1 large egg 

lOg basil leaves, finely chopped 
10g flat-leaf parsley, finely 
chopped 

5g coriander leaves, finely 
chopped (optional) 

10g finely grated Parmesan 
cheese 

2 garlic cloves, finely chopped 

1/8tsp cayenne pepper, or to 
taste 

Salt and pepper 

Method 

Preheat the oven to 180C/Gas 4 
and line a baking sheet with 
baking parchment. 

Place your broccoli florets in a 
steamer and steam for 
approximately 10 minutes, until 
tender and still bright green, 
rather than mushy and going 
grey; keep checking them with a 
knife to ensure they don’t 


overcook. Once steamed, refresh 
in cold water to stop the cooking 
and leave in a colander to drain. 

In a food processor or 
high-powered blender, grind the 
almonds into a fine powder and 
place in a mixing bowl. Then 
pulse the steamed broccoli in the 
food processor or blender until 
finely chopped (not pureed) and 
place in the bowl with the 
almonds. 

Whisk the egg in a separate small 
bowl, then add to the mixing 
bowl along with the basil, parsley, 
coriander - if using, Parmesan, 
garlic and cayenne pepper, and 
season with salt and pepper. 

Mix everything well, until 
thoroughly combined, then using 
your hands, make approximately 
12 ‘meatballs 1 , pressing them 
firmly together to be sure they 
retain their shape. 

Place the balls on the baking 
sheet, making sure they are not 
touching. Pop in the oven for 25 
minutes or until they are just 
turning golden brown.

Things are getting a bit familiar in the third Kung Fu Panda film, says Damon Smith

rdent fans of unlikely kung fu-fighting 
warrior Po will happily grin and panda 
bear this derivative yet breathlessly 
energetic third instalment of the 
computer-animated adventure series. 

Visually, Jennifer Yuh Nelson and Alessandro 
Carloni’s picture is a black belt: bright colours 
saturate the screen, the 3D format is employed 
adroitly in gymnastic fight sequences and 
character detail has improved noticeably since 
Kung Fu Panda 2. 

However, screenwriters Jonathan Aibel and 
Glenn Berger don’t flying kick and punch the plot 
into touch with similar urgency or invention. 

Mothballed jokes about a panda’s vast appetite 
or the creature’s inability to scale flights of stairs 
are aired again and spiky banter between Jack 
Black’s self-doubting hero and Dustin Hoffman’s 
despairing red panda mentor also feel like 
hand-me-downs. 

“If you only do what you can do, you will never 
do more than you can do now,” cryptically 
sermonises the sensei. 

Black’s whirlwind vocal performance, which 
enlivened the first two chapters, is more of a stiff 
breeze here, but still whips up big laughs. 

His gleefully frenetic verbal riffs are epitomised 
by one snappy exchange about the chief villain’s 
propensity to engage in pointless “chitty chat 
chat” before a fight. 

After 500 years of incarceration in the Spirit 
Realm, megalomaniacal yak Kai (voiced by JK 
Simmons) steals the chi of every kung fu master 



including his one-time friend, Oogway (Randall 
Duk Kim). 

Only the Dragon Warrior - overweight 
dumpling-obsessed panda Po (Black) - can bring 
Kai’s reign of terror to an end. 

So the power-crazed yak returns to the mortal 
plane and gallops towards the Jade Palace to lock 
horns with Master Shifu (Hoffman) and his 


plucky disciples: Tigress (Angelina Jolie), Monkey 
(Jackie Chan), Mantis (Seth Rogen), Viper (Lucy 
Liu) and Crane (David Cross). 

Meanwhile, Po is reunited with his rotund 
biological father, Li Shan (Bryan Cranston), and 
embarks on a quest of self-discovery to harness 
the power of chi. 


In a mountaintop panda village, Po builds 
bridges between Li Shan and his surrogate father 
Mr Ping (James Hong), fends off amorous 
advances from ribbon dancer Mei Mei (Kate 
Hudson) and learns about his late mother. 

“She was the total package: smart, beautiful, 
tremendous appetite,” gushes Li Shan. 

Po also marshals his fellow bears into a 
well-drilled army capable of repelling Kai and 
liberating the creatures under the yak’s 
Machiavellian control. 

Kung Fu Panda 3 is a jaunty affair that breeds 
comfort and warm smiles through familiarity. 

Black’s nervy wise-cracking contrasts nicely 
with Simmons’ bombastic antagonist, while Hong 
scene-steals mercilessly as the goose who raised 
the golden panda. 

Violence is obscured - no digital creatures were 
harmed in the making of Nelson and Carloni’s 
film - and pacing rarely slackens. 

The third outing is a fitting conclusion to the 
series, so DreamWorks Animations will hopefully 
learn from the mistakes of Shrek and let Po bow

O, spring is finally here, accompanied by 
freezing temperatures and snow. And as 
the season changes, I find that events 
come thick and fast and I am busier than 
ever. Which suits me fine of course! 

On the domestic front, we have been hosting 
three Canadian teenagers as part of a cultural 
exchange my daughter Lily has taken part in with 
her school. 

The students from Leventhorpe visited their 
Canadian hosts in Montreal last year and the 
return visit has just taken place. 

I was slightly wary about hosting three teenage 
boys for the visit, but I 
needn't have worried, 
they were absolutely 
lovely boys: charming, 
considerate and very 
polite! 

They bought us 
some wonderful gifts, 
including maple sugar 
cookies, maple syrup 
(of course), maple tea, 
mint humbugs and 
some rather fancy 
looking ice wine. 

The ice wine is of 
particular interest, as 
it is a really exclusive 
product. Although 
originally developed in 
the cooler northern European countries, Canada’s 
Niagara Peninsula and the Okanagan Valley are 
also suited to the production of Icewine. 

The difference with this kind of wine is that the 
grapes ripen at the usual time, usually reaching 
full ripeness in around October. Then they are left 
on the vines until the deep freeze of the Canadian 
winter. 

Temperatures must reach at least -10°C usually 
in December or January before they will be 
harvested. The grapes are frozen solid and must be 


harvested in this state, usually meaning that they 
are arrested in the middle of the night when they 
are harvested and pressed. 

The conditions the grapes are exposed to means 
they naturally dehydrate, which concentrates the 
sugars in the fruit, intensifying the favours and 
aromas. 

When pressed, the yield of juice is very low, only 
10-15 per cent of normal as much of the water in 
the grapes is left behind in the form of ice crystals. 
According to the makers of Enniskillen Icewine, 
the magic of the wine is its “refreshing acidity and 
intensity that balances the sweetness”. I hope 
they’re right, as it’s chilling in the fridge now 


ready to have with my cheese board tonight after 
the roast lamb I’m cooking right now. 

As well as Canadians, I was hosting eight very 
enthusiastic students at Baythorne Hall Cookery 
School near Haverhill in Suffolk for a full-day 
‘Indian cooking made easy’ course. 

The menu consisted of baked filo lamb samosas 
with a fresh coriander and tamarind chutney, 
followed by courgette and dhal bhaji served with 
fresh rotis. 

Finally, we made my cheat’s chicken biryani 
(recipe in my cookbook Kitchen Favourites with 
Saira: Ginger) served with a mixed vegetable 


curry called niramish, which is just a Bengali 
catch-all name for any curry dish without meat - 
what you put in it is really up to you! 

We had such a lovely day, my students made 
some delicious food which they enjoyed for lunch 
and took much of the food they cooked home for 
grateful family members too.. 

In an action-packed week, it was then on to my 
first food festival of the year, one called Feast East 
held at the beautiful English Heritage venue of 
Audley End House. 

I was cooking in the events kitchen alongside 
everyone’s favourite French chef, Jean-Chrisophe 
Novelli. Regular readers may recall that I hosted 
J-C at the Hertford Food Festival last year, and 
wrote a column about his new take on cooking 
without fats, salt, sugar or alcohol. 

He remembered me and the article as soon as he 
saw me, I was a little nervous that he may not have 
liked that column, but he told me and everyone 
around me what a wonderful article I had written 
in a very important publication, which is quite 
right too, wouldn’t you say, Ed? [Well, yes! Ed.] 

Another day, another chicken biryani, but it 
really is such a good dish that I make no apologies 
for using it again. It is a brilliant recipe to show 
people how not all Indian food has to be spicy-hot, 
or chunks of meat covered in sauce. 

It is a deliciously fragrant and aromatic dish 
and very light in flavour, but no less scrumptious 
for it. 

When Jean-Christophe Novelli tells you how 
fantastic your biryani is, you know you are doing 
something right. 

Thanks to all the people who came to see me at 
Feast East. 

I’ll be appearing at many more food festivals this 
year, so make sure you keep an eye on my website 
or Facebook page SairaHamiltonChef to find out 
when and where I’ll be cooking next.

T’S Kia’s best-selling car in 
the UK with more than 
21,000 sold last year and 
this month the fourth 
generation of their 
Sportage crossover goes on sale 
with the South Korean company 
aiming to see further sales 
growth across their nine-model 
range actually top a total of 
100,000 sales by 2020. 

This ambitious target seems 
realistic enough - they sold a 
record 78,000 here last year - as 
this new Sportage spearheads 
their continuing growth helped 
by a market leading seven-year 
warranty given on all new cars 
sold. 

With 18 new Sportage variants 
now on offer, starting at £17,995 
through to £31,645, this is a key 
model for Kia which is why 
there’s a wide choice of four 
engines, three gearboxes and six 
different trim levels as they aim 
for both individual, retail buyers 
as well the crucial fleet market. 

An initial glance at this new 
model and some motorists may 
think that visually there’s little 
change from the previous model 
but there are subtle changes 
such as a curvier-shaped body 
this time around while the bow- 
tie shaped front grille is 
accompanied by more rounded 
lower panels. It certainly has 
looks of a more aggressive stance 
about it. 

Along the sides the design is 
much the same as before and 


also at the rear end too but some 
styling aspects do depend on 
what trim level is opted for but 
pleasingly all models now have 
alloy wheels, front fog lamps and 
LED daytime running lights as 
standard. 

Elsewhere there’s more fuel 
efficient engines, more home 
comforts inside the cabin and all 
the latest high tech connectivity 
available. 

This time around they’ve 
added GT-Line models, starting 
at £24,350, which are aimed at 
attracting the more sporty- 
minded private drivers to the 
Sportage, while both the 1.7-litre 
and 2.0-litre turbo diesel 
versions will attract company 
car drivers, particularly with 
improved fuel consumption and 
reductions of up C02 of up to 
29g/km meaning lower company 
car tax to pay. 

The six trim levels are simply 
badged up as 1, 2, 3, 4, GT-Line 
and First Edition and all 
versions are powered by the 1.6- 
litre GDi and 1.7-litre CRDi as 
front-wheel-drive and those 
driven by the 1.6-litre T-GDi and 
two 2.0-litre CRDi diesels have 
all-wheel-drive. 

For drivers it’s easy to spot the 
AWD versions by the ‘KX’ prefix 
in their model designation, 
except of course for the GT-Line 
and First Edition models. 

Again inside and the cabin has 
been vastly improved in my view 
with more pleasant soft-touch 
feeling on the furnishing and 
trims all helping give it a bit 


more luxury than last time 
around while for the driver the 
dashboard and controls are well 
positioned, easy to use including 
the touch-screen infotainment 
system which even no-tech 
drivers will easily adapt to on 
the move. 

The wheelbase this time is 
slightly longer, which in turns 
means it offers a bit more 
legroom inside and it will 
accommodate five adults in 


comfort thanks in part to the 
central transmission tunnel 
running low and flat plus boot 
space is good at 491 litres, and 
thankfully the standard split¬ 
folding rear seats drop more or 
less flat. 

Out on the road during a brief 
pre-launch test run, both diesel 
and petrol engines seem much 
quieter, particularly when 
revving harder to overtake 
another car, and improved 


suspension makes the ride both 
more supple and easier to cope 
with bumps and humps. 

The steering too seems more 
responsive, direct and ideally 
weighted, while as for engines, 
there’s that new turbocharged 
1.6-litre 174bhp petrol engine on 
offer but in my view the best one 
to opt for (as fleet buyers will no 
doubt do) is the 1.7-litre 114bhp 
diesel which Kia claim will 
return around 61.4mpg and has a 


C02 of 119g/km. This was again 
noticeably quiet, but it does also 
have impressive torque (i.e. 
pulling power) particularly from 
low down revs making it so 
much more flexible and for a 
diesel remarkably quiet and 
relaxed to drive. 


Verdict: It’s easy to see why the 
previous Sportage was so 
popular because it looked smart, 
had bags of room inside making 
it practical for the family whilst 
it was really enjoyable to drive, 
certainly well-equipped and a 
decent enough high standard of 
build quality. 

Now it gets even better because 
even the most basic version has 
as standard air-conditioning, all¬ 
round electric windows, DAB 
radio, Bluetooth with voice 
recognition, cruise control, 
cornering lamps and a leather 
steering wheel. 

This really well priced fourth 
generation incredibly has gone 
at least one or if not two notches 
further in all round appeal with 
its improved ride and handling, 
better fuel economy for both 
petrol and diesel power and of 
course that excellent warranty. 

The Sportage is up against 
some strong opposition in this 
sector, such as the Nissan 
Qashqai and Honda CR-V, but as 
with the previous model, more 
than stands its ground and is 
much improved and a worthy 
contender for motorists looking 
to buy such a family- orientated 
car.

HAVING faced inequality and 
discrimination during her life, 
Great Britain athlete Anne 
Wafula Strike will be an 
important figure in a project 
aimed at getting more women 
into leadership positions in the 
Paralympic movement. 

Wafula Strike MBE, who 
competed at the 2004 
Paralympics in Greece, has 
already proved an inspiration to 
Georgian Tinatin Revazashivili, 
who she has been working with 
as part of the International 
Paralympic Committee’s 
WoMentoring project. 

Revazashivili suffered 
discrimination in her own 
country in the same way that 
Wafula Strike did in her home 
nation of Kenya, before she came 
to England and settled in 
Willowfield in Harlow. 

Wafula Strike explained: 

“Some of the problems I 
experienced in Africa are the 
same problems that she 
[Revazashivili] is experiencing 
now in Georgia. 

“For me to share with her how 
to overcome these difficulties 
and grow as a person and also be 
able to grow your movement and 
to support other women in your 
country, this is very important.”
